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Accordingly, when the promiſed Saviour 
himſelf came, from the Boſom of his Father 

in a Body prepared of God, to do his will 
in. he- illuſtrates this Difference in its moſt 
eſſential Part, and ſhews that the Goſpel 
laid the Ax to the Root of Evil, viz, its 
Conception in the Heart; whereas, the Law © 
contented it ſelf, with the Cognizance of the 
Branches only, viz. when it was brought 


forth into Action. Therefore, ſuch as the 


Work and Buſineſs of the Goſpel was to be, 
ſuch muſt be its Miniſtration; as the Work 
was to be inward in the Heart, ſo muſt its 
Miniſtration be there alſo, to meet and con- 
quer Sin and Evil, before it break forth into 
Action. r 
And we find that Chriſt was moſt ſolici- 
tous to inform his Diſciples, wherein their 
greateſt Happineſs conſiſted under the Goſ- 

I; that it was not in his Reigning as a 
Temporal Prince among them, as they vainly 
thought, but in his obtaining for them the 
Gift of the holy Ghoſt, according to what 
had been promiſed and propheſied, which 
alone was able to endue them, with thoſe 
Qualifications and -Excellencies neceſſary to, 
and promiſed under, the Goſpel ; concerning 
which they were, as well as others, very ig- 


norant, and weak in the Faith of; their Eyes 


being after an outward Kingdom 'for the 
Meſſiah, in which Notion they continued to 
the very Time of his Aſcenſion, ' notwith- 
3 n ſtanding 


ſtanding all he had faid to the contrary, as far 
as they in that weak State could bear. 


So that from their being thus attached to 
this Notion, they could' by no means re- 
concile his being the promiſed Meſſiah, with 
his ſoon dyingand leaving of them; and when 

ever that was hinted to them, it filled them 

with Sorrow, being contrary to theit Noti- 
on of the Mefſiah's reigning among them; 
ſubduing all their Enemies and reſtori 

the Kingdom to them; which the Romans 
then poſlefſed, and to whom they were Tri- 


| 
But when the Time of his Departure drew 
nigh, Chriſt reaſoned with them a little pla in- | 
er than he had done, by telling them, that | 
if he did not go away, .the very. End of his 
Coming would not be anſwered, nor the Pro- | 
miſe of God made by the Prophets. fulfilled, | 
of ſending the holy Ghoſt to be their Moni- | 
tor and forter, but that he muſt go to 
his Father in Heaven, from whence he came, 
and there would intercede with him, to ſend

likewiſe ſhew them Things that were to come.

Now it appears to me very plain, that Chriſt | 
choſe theſe ignorant and. illiterate Compani- 


ons, that the Power and Virtue of the Goſpel 5 


might appear the more in its own Luſtre, 
when it ſhould make them wiſe and able Mi- 
niſters of it; and endue them with Strength 
and Boldneſs to preach the ſame inceſſantly, | 
in the midſt of the Hazard of their Lives and 

Liberty, which moſt of them parted with for | 


Chriſts great Care therefore was, to keep 
them together a few Days after he was al- 
cended, that they might not faint in their 
Minds, and ſeparate, as they were about to do

on, they were moſt wonderfully filled with 
the holy Ghoſt, to the very great Amazement 
of all that heard and ſaw them, for they be- 
gan to ſpeak in other Languages than their 
own, inſomuch, that People of the many dif- 
ferent Nations then living an Jeruſalem, heard 
theſe poor illiterate Fiſhermen ſpealt the won- 
derful Things of God in theirown Mother- 
- Tongues, which naturally made them defir- 
ous to know what ic meant, and how it 
came to paſs. 2 i 


Our Apoſtle was the firſt that opened to 
them the Myftery of this great Event, as 
may be read at large, 4&#s II. where we 
find what a great Change this Gift of the 
Holy Spirit had made on him; who but alittle 
before had denied his Maſter, and was fo 
very ignorant of the Things he ſaid to him, 
as well as he was of what the Prophets had 
-writ concerning him: Neither theſe, nor 
even what him ſelf had ſeen in the holy Mount, 
had made much Impreſſion on him, nor 
given him but a very ſlender Notion of 
Things, in compariſon to what this holy 
Gift had inſtantaneouſly done: For he voulcl 
now, not only expound the Scriptures, and all 
that the Prophets had writ concerning Chriſt, 
but do mighty Miracles, ind preach the 
Goſpel on all Occaſions. Part of what 
he did by Word and Doctrine, to the Con- 
verſion of many to the Faith, may be read 
in the As of the Apoſtles. And now . us

follow our Apoſtle to his Epiſtles, which we 
find are addreſſed to the Believers in Chriſt, 
to thoſe wha had; obtained the like precious 
Faith withthe Apoſtles, and were eſta biiſhed 
in the Truth; and conſequently the Scope 
and Tendeney of thoſe Epiſtles, was more to 
preſs a Perſeverance in the Faith, and in 
the Practice of thoſe Chriſtian; Virtues and

We have faithfully reported to you the 
many mighty Works he did, ſuch as no other 
could do; theſe bore Teſtimony that he was

that future Glory that was to follow ; and he 
tells them, that to know whether they were 
in the Faith or no, they were to examine 


themſelves; and if they found Chriſt 
thus to be in them, then were they in the 


true Faith, and what compleated them was, 


to know themſelves in him: This was and 


is alone to be known by being new Creatures; 
and our being new Creatures is known only 
by a new Converſation; as our Apoſtle ex- 


reſſes it, viz. As he that has called you is ho- 
ly, ſo be ye holy in all Manner of Converſati- 


on, being redeemed from a vain one. The 
ſame Thing is expreſſed by St. Paul in other 
Words, thus, viz. If you have heard Chriſt, 
and have been taught by him (tho? he was then 
in Heaven) that ye put off the former Converſa- 


tion which was corrupt, according to the deceit- 


fal Luſts, and that ye put on the new Man, 
which after God is created in Righteouſneſs 
and true Holineſs, that you might be reconci- 
led. unto Chriſt, in Order to xis preſenting 
you Holy and Unblameable and unreproveable 
unto God; and which, he ſaid, Chriſt had pro- 
miſed to do, if they continued grounded and

fully preached unto them; and admoniſhes 
them, 4 they had received Feſus Chriſt after

Deceit, after the Traditions of Men, and Ra- 


diments of the World, and not after Chriſt ;\ 


who was the firſt Fruits from the Dead, and 
in whoſe Reſurrection conſiſted the lively 
Hope, they were begotten again unto, of a 
bleſſed Immortality; for if Chriſt was not 
riſen, in vain, he tells them, would have been 
any ſuch Hope. And as a more ſure. Proof to 
them (than even their Report of it who faw 


it) he refers to a Meaſure of the ſame Spi- 


rit that raiſed Him from the Dead, being ſo 
to be known in themſelves, as to quicken their 
mortal Bodies, and enable them to ſerve God 
acceptably in Newneſs of Life.
